In a speech prepared for delivery 
at a rally in Oakland, Humphrey 
accused McGovern of “a brazen and 
full scale attempt to emasculate the 
voting rights provision of the Civil 
Rights Act.”

McGovern joined 
22 
senators, including 18 southerners, 
in voting against a provision that 
allows 
the attorney 
general 
to 
require that all courts expedite legal 
complaints on voting rights.

Both are seeking the right to oppose incumbent 
Vssemblyman W Don MacGillivray in the November fray MacGillivray, a 
Republican, is unopposed in the primary. 
Palmer narrowly lost to MacGillivray two years ago in the general 
election while Hart, at that time, was taking on incumbent Congressman 
Charles M. Teague and lost. 
Congressman Teague is unopposed on the Republican ballot for the 13th 
congressional seat as is his Democratic opponent, Lester Cleveland, a city 
councilman from Simi. 
The 36th Congressional district, a newly-formed district which takes in 
Crestview Terrace and Vandenberg Air Force Base and extends as far 
north as Hanford, California to as far south as Isla Vista, finds a host of 
candidates running for the Democratic nomination with two seeking the 
Republican nod. 
Democrats in the race are Joseph C. Green, a laborer; Timothy Lemucci, 
a lawyer; Donald E Upp, physician-surgeon; Carlos P. Baker, Jr., judge; 
James Christiansen, attorney and Wallace E. George, medical doctor. 
Observers claim that the race will center on the campaigns of Baker and 
Lemucci with Christiansen, of Santa Barbara, running near. 
On the Republican side, observers give the nod to William M Ketchum, 
presently an assemblyman from Bakersfield. He is opposed by Melville L. 
Stephens, a veterans affairs consultant 
Locally, Democrats will be selecting two members for their County 
Central Committee from the fourth supervisorial district. Seeking the posts 
are Mary J Molihan, homemaker; Paul M. Comer, teacher-principal and 
Domenico Signorelli, incumbent 
Republicans will select three central committee members from a slate 
composed of Mrs Georgena Hough, Eugene Huseman. James B. May and 
Carl T Murphy. 
Also of local interest is a $1 5 million bond issue proposed by the Ixtmpoc 
Hospital District to construct a nursing home and enlarge present hospital

Duke of Windsor buried today 


WINDSOR, England ( U P I) - The Duke 
of Windsor goes to his last resting place 
today with a touch of the splendor and 
pomp denied him for 36 years. 
The last rites for the Duke, who died at 
his Paris home eight days ago at the age of 
77, were being held in St. George’s Chapel 
at Windsor Castle, the royal family’s 11th 
century residence west of London. At his 
own request, he was being buried in a 
family plot next to Frogmore House, one of 
the residences on the castle grounds. 


Although he reigned as King Edward 
V III of England for 327 days in 1936, the 
Duke was not accorded a state funeral in 
Westminster Abbey in London, along with 
its accompanying pageantry and parade. 


For three* decades the Duke remained 
cut off from the royal family, the result of 
his abdication for love of Wallis Warfield 
Simpson, 
a twice divorced 
native 
of 


Baltimore. They were married for nearly 
35 years—Saturday would have marked 
their anniversary. 
His beloved Duchess was on hand for 
the funeral. During her four days in 
England she stayed at Buckingham Palace 
as guest of Queen Elizabeth II, a small step 
made toward easing the pain caused the 
Duke by the refusal to grant the Duchess 
the title of “ Her Royal Highness.” 
About 200 close friends and relatives 
were on hand for the ceremony in St. 
George's Chapel. The only foreign ruling 
royalty invited was King Olaf V of Norway, 
a cousin of the Duke 
Also on hand were members of the 
British royal family, including the Queen, 
her 
husband.

Board rejects plan to equalize salaries 


The Board of Supervisors silently turned thumbs 
down when Supervisor Curtis Tunnell proposed that 
District Attorney David D. Mimer’s salary be 
raised to equal that of County Counsel George P. 
Kading. 
No other member of the board indicated support 
for Tunnell’s request for changing the salary 
recommendations of elective department heads to 
allow Minier to draw even with Kading 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson said 
Mmier’s salary will remajn about five percent 
below that of Kading. The supervisors approved a 
5.19 percent boost for Minier Thursday. He now 


receives $27,990 annually, and will get $29,448 under 
the higher scale. 
Kading s pay was boosted 5 percent by the 
supervisors to a level of approximately $30,950 per 
year., 
Minier requested equal pay treatment with 
Kading last April in a letter to the supervisors. He 
stressed that the staff which he supervises is three 
time the size of Kading’s and extends out of three 
offices in the county, while Kading has a one office 
operation The district attorney should get as much 
as a superior judge, who receives in excess of 
$30,000, Minier claims. 


Ulster barricades dismantled 


BELFA ST (U PI) — Protestants today 
dismantled barricades they erected in 
Londonderry, Belfast and other areas to 
protest the Irish Republican Army’s "no- 
go” strongholds in the Roman Catholic 
areas of the cities. 
In Antrim, 12 miles north of Belfast, a 
bomb exploded shortly before midnight 
outside Halls Hotel, heavily damaging the 
building but causing no injuries, a British 
army spokesman said. 
The barriers were erected Sunday by 
Protestants 
in 
Londonderry 
in 
their 
waterside district on the east bank of the 
River Foyle, which divides the city’s 
Catholic and Protestant districts. 
The Protestants, members of the Ulster 
Defense Association (UDA), have erected 
barriers 
in 
other 
cities 
on 
recent 
weekends, but today’s were the first in 
Londonderry. 
The 
Protestant 
vigilantes, 
wearing 
paramilitary uniforms and face masks and 
armed with ax handles, also built barriers 
in 
Bangorn 
Cqpkstown, 
Ballymena, 


Portadown and East Belfast. 
The army said the Protestants removed 
all the barriers shortly after midnight 
without incident. It was the third weekend 
of such temporary barricades. 
But the UDA said after five weeks its 
members 
will 
make 
the 
barricades 
premanent if the army takes no action 
against the IRA “ no-go” areas. 
In 
Argmah, 
32 miles southwest of 
Belfast, about 1,000 Catholics staged a 
mainly peaceful march Sunday to protest 
internment without trial of suspected IRA 
members. 


A group of about 50 youths attacked 
troops with stones and bottles but later 
dispersed 
when soldiers fired several 
rounds of rubber bullets. 


In other weekend violence, a bomb 
exploded outside a Catholic bar in Belfast 
late Saturday night, injuring 34 persons, 
and gunmen shot and killed a man walking 
near the downtown area with two friends 
shortly after the blast.

If Kissinger can, why can't Ellsberg?

County Reporter 
The Board of Supervisors have voted 
against setting up a contingency fund for 
employe salary increases this year, while 
electing to adjust salaries once more on the 
basis of the average of eight comparable 
counties, effective July 3. 
Representatives of five employe groups 
representing more than 2.600 employes 
voiced strong objections to the setting of a 
July 6 cutoff date for receiving new salary 
data from the other counties. 
The County Employees Assn , largest of 
the employe groups, asked for July 30 
cutoff and for a time the supervisors 
considered extending it to July 14. 


Spokesmen tor the Sheriff's Relief and 
Benefit Assn , AFL-CIO Social Workers 
Union, County Government Attorneys’ 
Assn. 
and 
International 
Firefighters 
Union had supported proposals for the later 
cutoff date, all claiming county employes 
were “ shortchanged last year by an early 
July cutoff date which prevented current 
data from three counties being figured into 
salary raises 
County Administrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson 
admitted there was “ no 
guarantee 
the 
same thing 
wouldn t 
happen again this year. 
There were these other developments: 
—Employe group spokesmen took turns 
lambasting 
Johnson and 
Personnel 
Director Wilbur S. Wagstaft for taking 
“ inflexible'' 
positions at 
“ meet 
and 
confer 
sessions the past two months. 
Johnson said he felt this wasn t true, and 
counted 17 sessions with the groups, while 
employe representatives said there were 
only about a dozen. 
—Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin, of 


Santa Barbara, cast the only vote against 
the salary ordinance He said he felt the 
provisions in it weren’t working well for 
county employes. 
- The administrative officer was asked 
to meet following budget sessions next 
month with employe groups and study 
possibilities 
of 
another 
method 
of 
computing salary adjustments, reporting 
back to the board in November 
—Supervisor George H. Clyde, who 
suggested the possibility of setting up 
alternate procedures, said he was not 
presupposing elimination of the current 
formula. But he said he was unhappy with 
the early June cutoff date. 
-There was talk of extending the cutoff 
date to July 14 and starting budget hearings 
July 17 instead of July 5. But Supervisor 
Francis H. Beattie said he couldn t attend 
the later hearings, explaining he has a 10- 
day Alaskan cruise scheduled at that time. 
—Johnson refused to recommend a 
procedure to make adjustments later in the 
summer or early fall on the basis of actions 
of all eight counties setting new pay levels 
Supervisor Daniel G. Grant had asked if 
this were a solution to the employes

“ It might set a very bad 
precedent; I wouldn’t promise ability to

KADER SiDDIQUI, hero of the 'mukti bohini' but 
Only revolution is next revolution

TANGAIL, Bangladesh — 
(NKA)— The last time the 
world heard from Kader Sid- 
diqui he was sticking a bay­ 
onet into somebody’s belly. 
It was in December of last 
year. The Bengalis had just 
won their brief but bloody 
war of independence with 
Pakistan. And the feeling of 
triumph was heady. Siddiqui, 
a bearded, 24-year-old Ban- 
gla guerrilia leader, dragged 
what he said was a group of 
“ collaborators” into a field 
and, while press cam eras re ­ 
corded the spectacle, “ exe­ 
cuted” at least four people 
with slow thrusts.- 
It madi^millions ill. 
But njQ kddiqui. 
“ I’d (iffft again,” he says 
even now. 
Indeed, there is worry in 
this land that Kader Siddi­ 
qui may be planning to use 
his blade again soon. 
He 
seems lately to be m enac­ 
ing with a knife at least 
symbolically in hand. 
This 
time he may be probing at 
the soft underbelly of the na­ 
tion he helped create. 
Like other guerrilla com ­ 
manders of history, Siddiqui 
is said to be unsatisfied with 
his share of liberation spoils. 
He was, after all, the most 
popular brush fighter of the 
Pakistan conflict, and held 
fast to the struggle while 
other Bengali leaders fled to 


the 
security 
of 
neighbor 
countries. No doubt about it, 
say friends, “ It eats at his 
gut that he didn’t become 
president or something.” 
What he became instead 
was both an em barrassm ent 
and a burden to Bangladesh. 
The bayonet episode made 
any official elevation impos­ 
sible. And so, in a country 
founded on the principals of 
justice and the redistribution 
of wealth, Siddiqui has be­ 
come a law unto himself, the 
“ king of Tangail,” and is 
rum ored to be redistributing 
a t least some of the wealth 
here to his private account. 
Tall, 
skinny, 
supremely 
egotistic, the hero of the 
“ m u k t i bahini” (freedom 
forces) lives like a conquer­ 
or in this important river 
town northwest of Dacca. He 
has taken o v e r a former 
government resthouse, 
ob­ 
tained possession of a new 
car (a rarity in Bangladesh), 
and decreed unwritten do- 
and-don’t, can-and-can’t reg­ 
ulations for the entire region. 
His word here is law. Re­ 
cently, Siddiqui’s car was 
blocked in one of Tangail’s 
dreadfully crowded streets 
by a man with a pushcart. 
The driver yelled something, 
but the road blocker didn’t 
hear. 
Then 
Siddiqui 
him ­ 
self emerged, glowering. He 
didn’t have to say a word. 
The man with the pushcart 
almost flew. Women drew 


their heads back into their 
windows. “They say,” sighs 
one observer, “ the chickens 
never 
c a c k l e 
when 
he 
passes.” 
Even the traffic cop tre m ­ 
bles when pointing the way 
to Siddiqui’s two-story, back 
f r o m 
the 
road, 
mango­ 
shaped residence. And the 
home itself is cram m ed with 
henchmen a n d hangers-on 
ready to do whatever for 
the man. There is the lad 
who 
helps 
Siddiqui 
dress. 
The one who brings in the 
heavily cream ed coffee. The 
one who opens the windows. 
The one who closes the win­ 
dows. The one who inter­ 
prets and, most probably, 
the one who interprets for 
the one who interprets. 
“ I 
s t i l l 
have 
many 
friends,” Siddiqui says, look­ 
ing around, p a t t i n g the 
heads of two small children 
(“ not mine” ), speaking as if 
bored, sitting in an ornate 
chair that looks appropriate­ 
ly like a throne. 
Doubtless, he still d o e s 
have friends. During the war 
his private arm y numbered 
“ perhaps 15,000” For rea­ 
sons for which nobody is 
quite sure, it now stands at 
“ about 
17,000” 
Few deny 
that Siddiqui is capable of 
raising the entire warrior 
m ass instantly on call 
“ If 
I 
need 
them ,” 
he 
says, 
“ they are there waiting.” 
This invisible arm y, “ wait- 


ing,” is of course Siddiqui’s 
threat to Bangladesh. It is, 
in compliance with national 
law, olficially “ disbanded.” 
S i d d i q u i surrendered his 
arm s 
to 
the 
government 
shortly alter the war. Yet 
. “ We are not without 
m eans,” says one of Siddi­ 
qui’s followers, who displays 
a small grin and a large .45 
caliber pistol. “ We handed 
in many weapons. But they 
were old ones anyw ay.” 
The worry then is that Sid­ 
diqui (“ The people call me 
‘Tiger’ ” ) may be keeping 
his muscle in reserve against 
the day when the new gov­ 
ernm ent falters, or relaxes. 
“ I believe,” says one Ben­ 
gali editor, “ he is like most 
guerrillas — always unsatis­ 
fied, always glancing about. 
For him the only revolution 
is the next revolution.” 
So it is this new nation 
Irets a b o u t still another 
problem of infancy. Starva­ 
tion. Suffering. Now Siddi­ 
qui Being king of Tangail is 
not enough. Sitting on his 
throne, 
holding court, the 
guerrilla monarch concedes: 
“ 1 am always ready in fight 
for the people 
anytime 
1 
think it necessary.” He says 
tight “ for” not “ against,” 
but his past performances 
m ake it quite clear that as 
long as he has a blade, no 
belly in Bangladesh is truly 
safe

land on Oahu belongs to the 
Bishop E s t a t e .

fortunes 
and 
build 
mansions on land they are 
leasing for 55 years. 
It’s also not a bad place 
to be poor. You don’t need 
a lot of wardrobe changes, 
you can live off the earth 
and everywhere you look Is 
beauty. 
But most of the Hawaiians 
are like the rest of us Ameri­ 
cans, struggling to have a 
better life, even while living 
a better life. Or, as Don Ho 
p u t it, “ Y o u d o n ’t s e e 
Hawaiians taking tours to 
Indiana, do you?” 
Even if lettuce from the 
Mainland did co.st .89 a pound 
once during the year, it’s the 
place where Hawaiians want 
to stay. 
Tlie Hawaiian entertainers 
represent the people, more 
so than entertainers on the 
Mainland represent the vast 
population. 
But, 
then,

even all the entertainers are 
only entertainers.

(NEA) — Fo r a 
city which has been plaving 
host to travelers from the 
w o r l d over for centuries, 
Paris has had an embarrass 
mg problem in recent years 
— a s h o r t a g e of suitable 
rooms for its guests 
This shortage — reckoned 
m o s t r e c e n t 1 v at some 
120,000 r o o m s — h a t n o t 
been the least important fac­ 
tor in the C ity of Light s di­ 
minishing attraction for for­ 
eign tourists 
But at long last Pans is 
meeting the problem, and in 
typically French grand style 
tw o new four-star hotels, 
the first of such s t a t u r e 
since the George V some 40 
vears ago. have opened to 
give the city more than a 
t h o u s a n d luxurious new 
rooms and the hotel indus 
try a great boost in its el 
forts to lure back the travel­ 
ing public 
T h e y are the 812-room 
PLM Saint Jacques, on the 
edge of Montparnasse on the 
Left Bank, and the 342-room 
Hotel Club Mediteranee; in 
the garden suburb of Neu- 
illy. 
Both are Rothschild enter­ 
prises. 
The Saint Jacques is the 
first hotel of its futuristic 
kind in Paris W ith its own 
c o m p u t e r h a n d l i n g all 
behind-scenes operations, a 
s h o p p i n g center, cinema, 
bank, travel agency, beauty 
salon plus sauna, it is a city 
within a city. All this plus a 
beautifully landscaped gar 
den poised over the trees of 
the Boulevard Saint Jacques 
D e s i g n e d for the bus> 
man of affairs, one of the

Peace for sale

NA SOU, Laos — <NEA) — 
rhe m an’s name is Le He 
walks with a limp. A war 
wound, he says. A hand gre­ 
nade. Or maybe it was a bul­ 
let. It was a long time ago 
and he doesn’t rem em ber 
now’. 
He lays down on the floor. 


He picks up a long wooden 
pipe. 
And begins to smoke his 
opium. 
It is, at best, a hopeless 
s c e n e , this man and his 
habit. But it is one that is 
repeated millions of times 
every day in Southeast Asia. 
Westerners may condemn it. 
indeed many Orientals de­ 
plore it. But the fact is, the 
only way some people can 
escape the consequences of 
this warring, calamitous part 
of the earth is to inject, in­ 
hale or ingest the sweet-sick­ 
ening security of narcosis. 


Some do it by choice. Some 
do it by custom. And some, 
like this man Le, do it be­ 
cause there is nothing else 
left for them to do. 


Le is 40 years old, he says, 
but looks 80 
His receding 
hairline is pimpled with the 
scabs of hygenic neglect His 
teeth are black and hurt him 
in the night There is an open 
sore, food for the flies, on 


his e lb o w . He is a n e m i c , 
sick j>o >iblv tubeicular and 
dull. 
He socks on his pipe. 
There I , u rasping noise 
His eyes gloss over, 
Le is in an opium den. It 
is the home of a villager, 
built on wooden posts against 
the rainy s e a s o n s 
It is 
located on the edge of this 
village away from the eyes 
of the curious. Customers 
come and go throughout the 
afternoon and evening hours, 
peace is for sale here, says 
Le. The price is a penny "I 
come at least once every 
day ” 
The den is, unsurprisingly, 
illegal. Since August of 1971, 
L a o t i a n law No 71/5 has 
prohibited t h e "cultivation, 
flavoring, smoking or con­ 
sumption ' of all intoxicants 
except m arijuana and alco­ 
hol 
Yet in I<aosf as every- 
ce ob- 
where, governments face 
stacles when l e g i s l a t i n g 
morality 
"We have a p a r­ 
ticularly difficult time with 
narcotics 
h e r e , “ says Lt 


Col. Sounthon Soundara, the 
nation's l e a d i n g drug law 
enforcement officer. 
“Most 
of our people do not use opi­ 
ates just for the thrills, as 
in America and Europe They 
use it here because it is the 
custom. About one half of 
our nation is made up of 
tribes-people. and almost to 
the man they use narcotics 
like it was tobacco 
Sounthon says police have 
tried to discourage o p i a t e 
use; "But it is hopeless 
Southeast Asia is one of the 
most prolific narcotics pro­ 
ducing areas in the world. 
The peninsula-like land mass 
is known as the Golden Tri­ 
angle 
Burma, to the west, 
is the largest grower of pop­ 
pies in Asia, accounting for 
an estimated 400 tons an­ 
nually 
T h a i l a n d , to the 
south, is a crossroads for 
j u n k peddlers 
Cambodia. 
V i e t n a m . The region is a 
giant drug m arket 
and for 
many reasons, such as ever 
lasting war. the traffic and 
use is nearly impossible to 
control. 
Moreover, say authorities 
t h e narcotics proliferation 
may be supported and en­

Communists 
Laotian military officers say 
that "most of the p o p p y - 
growing going or, here is now

But with or without enemy 
help, the dope problem here 
is staggering. * If we arrested 
everybody who uses it in 
Laos,” says Sounthon, “ we’d 
have a m i l l i o n people in 
lad,” So. except lor smug­ 
glers and g r o w e r s , police 
look the o t h e r way. Anti 
there remain at least 41 well 
known opium dens in Vien 
tiane proper, and many more 
in the countryside 
Le sucks on his pipe 
The smell is like damp flog

There is 
a baby crying outside the

“ I don’t think that nuclear 
power is an alternative,”

Hanford, Wash , now They 
were going to put it in salt 
mines in Kansas but Kansas 
wouldn’t have any part of it.

that San Onofre hasn’t yet 
been granted a permanent 
operating permit, that the 
ECCS test failed and that 
the AEC is reevaluating the 
ECCS, and ordering plant 
modifications, 
though 
he 
said the emergency system 
was one of many redundant 
safety systems. Cook also 
verified that the AEC had 
taken the JHumbolt plant off 
the line but did not attribute 
the move to “ structural 
flaws.” 
The fear is that though 
conditions at nuclear plants 
are not correct for a nuclear 
explosion,

breakdown at one location 
could release a cloud of

Burgis, 
Fluor

energy 
economist and spokesman 
for Californians Against the 
Pollution Initiative held in a 


recent 
debate 
that 
the 
amount of geothermal and 
other 
alternate 
power 
potentials was slight. 


“ Nuclear power is the 
alternative which we must 
accept along with the other 
acceptable risks which we 


accept in our lives living in 
an industrial country We’ve 
heard 
talk 
about 
some 
alternate power sources and 


some hold big promise But 
do not be deceived into 
believing 
that these are 
major 
sources 
that 
are 


going to supplant nuclear 
power or fossil fuel. They 
will add to them but not 
very much and not very 
soon ” 


Burgis 
added 
that 
continued cheap power will 
be required in the future to 


improve the lots of the 
disadvantaged in this and 
poorer countries and also to 
run anti pollution equipment 


such as desulfurization units 
which extract sulfur from 
diesel fuel at oil refineries.

Geothermal expert Rex, 
in contrast, has predicted 
that the electric rate's for

while geothermal has held 
the line.

Moscow agreements 


MOSCOW

astonishing week just ended have 
come two solid benefits unlikely to 
be diminished regardless of how 
well or how badly the series of 
agreements signed with such pomp 
and splendor work out.

increment

should be an eye-opener 


The nuclear arms 
limitation 
agreement 
is 
in 
itself a step forward 
with a potential for 
the future good of 
mankind 
that 
is 
inestimable 
But 
apart

agreement itself is 
the 
revelation 
of 
how deeply involved

tw o 
superpowers are in 
a m a s s in g 
th e 
in stru m en ts 
of 
annihilation 


The cards art* on the table and 
anyone can now see how far down 
the slippery slope we have come in 
asM mbling the stuff of dooms day. 


The compromise necessary 
to 
achieve this first small step gives a 
dramatic picture of the competition 
in 
the 
whole range of nuclear 
weapons on land, sea and air. 
Stopping 
construction 
of 
r.ew 
missile armored submarines — the 
Russians had a program of building 
eight or nine a year — is a big 
advance 
Yet, under the complex 
formula contained in the treaty, old 
G dass subs can be replaced with 
modern types at the sacrifice of a 
certain ratio of land-based missiles 


The urgent need in the next state- 
of aim s negotiation is to put a brake 
on the development of ever newer 
and more destructive weapons The 
framework of the SALT talks has 
worked well and the intention is to 
move as rapidly as possible to 
supersede the interim agreement on 
offensive missiles with a permanent 
arrangement providing a limit like 
that now put on defensive missiles 


Headed by Gerald C, Smith, the 
American delegation has been a 
first rate team and the hope is that 
it can be kept intact The back stop 
in the White House has been Henry 
K issinger, 
working 
in 
close 
collaboration 
with 
the 
Soviet 
ambassador in Washington, Anatoly 
Dobrynin And at critical moments 
when 
a 
deadlock 
developed 
President Nixon in a frank exchange 
with I,eonul Brezhnev pointed a way 
out of the stalemate 


The second important gain was 
the proot that the Russians really 
wanted these agreements and a 
knitting together of major elements 
in the future of the two great 


nations. Given the rigidities of the 
bureaucratic 
structure, 
they 
handled the invasion of several 
hundred 
American 
and 
foreign 
newspaper men and women with 
ease and efficiency. The White 
House staff performed with first- 
rate skill at every juncture. The 
conflicts that certainly occurred, 
even as the climax of the talks 
neared with the deadline at hand, 
were 
resolved 
without 
public 
brouhaha 
In his masterful briefing on the 
night the arms limitation was signed 
K issinger, 
with 
a 
pride 
of 
authorship, called it a landmark 
decision 
The familiar cliches — 
epoch-making, 
history-making 
fall short of characterizing this 
moment of pause in our time of 
troubles. 
The 
hazards 
ahead 
are plain 
enough in the forces that would 
frustrate what has been done here. 
Those at home harboring all the 
suspicions and hatreds out of the 
cold war will not suspend their 
judgment to credit a Republican 
president 
with 
his 
Moscow 
achievement But this is minor in 
the spectrum of public opinion 
Critics of the Nixon mission to 
Peking were a scattered few, most 
of them clinging to the shopworn 
illusion of a China that never was 
Because great substance has come 
out of this meeting and because 


repressions inherent in the Soviet 
system stir passionate feeling, the 
protest this time will be louder 
Nevertheless, 
it 
is minor set 
alongside the tangle of animosities 
pitting China against the Soviet 
Union, 
with 
Indochina a tragic 
victim trapped in the big power 
vise. While Nixon and Brezhnev 
were sitting around the conference 
table the bombs were dropping with 
renew ed 
v io len ce 
on 
v ital 
installations 
in 
Hanoi 
and 
the 
shelling of the cities in the south 
went on. 
P ek in g 
and 
H anoi 
w ere 
denouncing the meeting here, with 
North 
Vietnam excoriating 
the 
Nixon duplicity, stopping short of 
Peking’s vilification of Moscow 
China’s quarrel with the Soviets is 
accentuated 
by 
the 
problem

deliveries of war materiel through 
Chinese ports to be transshipped by 
Rail to North Vietnam. 
In 
Peking’s 
vernacular 
the 
running dogs of imperialism met in 
the capital of communism that has 
betrayed Marx and Lenin to carve 
up the world This last is a suspicion
